Boston, Mass., Nov. 28. — The first 
general alarm sent out in Uoston since 
the "big tiro," was rung in this morning 
for a lire wliieli started in a building 
occupied by Brown, Durrell & Co., on 
Bedford atreet, tmd which proved to ))e 
in a twinkling more than tlio first, 
Hccoiul ami third detachments could 
really handle. Tho lirst alarm was 
sounded at SHo, aud the building in 
which the lire started, always thought 
lo bo tire-proof, burned like a tinder 
box, and - the Humes rose hundreds of 
feet into the air. 

A second alarm was rung at 8:.10, 
and when tho apparatus responded to 
this, more help was needed. A little 
after !) o'clock a thinl alarm was sent 
nut, ami in half an liour there w.is 
i.ssueil a general alarm, which broiiL;ht 
apjiaratus from Cambridge, Soiiierville, 
aud Cliulsea. 1' roni the building of 
lirown and Durrell, wliere the lire 
caught, it spread acro.ss the street and 
liai k through the burning building into 
Cliauiicey street, and in a few minutes 
it bad oxtciided along Cliauucoy street 
on the left hand side, eating into the 
liuililiiig next to it on the south, occii- 
|)ied by tUuett, and Konn & (Jo., aud in 
less than ten minutes was forging its 
way through the iie.Kt mammoth atone 
building oceiipied by Williams & Co. 
On tho uc.xt corner south from the other 
side, it took bold almost at once upon 
the luiihliiigs on Howe place at the 
lower eml. Tho wiiul favored the sup-

WIIOI.KSALK niSTRtCT WAS DOOM ED. 
On the east side of Clianiiccj' street 
the buildings, all nf tliein iiiaiiniinth 
structures, were occnpied as wholesale 
liniises in the dry goods and fancy goods 
trade, anil every endeavor was made to 
keep them from igniting.

THE Oliun'TM OF VICTORIA. 



Tiie indications that this city is grow- 
ing fast aro many and ooiis|)icuous. 
lOvcry steamer that arrives Ijrings a 
large iiuniher of passciitjers many ol 
wliom 001110 to atay. Houses aru being 
orcoteil ill all purtsjof the city but noiio 
that are habitable are empty. There 
have been many estiniatos as to what is 
tlio iictual poinilatioii of Vieturia, but 
billierlo, fur I lie want (if reliiilile data, 
tliey have lieeu little bettor tliaii eon- 
jocluios. Until very lately fow have 
ventured to say that tho population in- 
cluding Indians and Chinese, was more 
than fifteen tliousnnd. Some entliusi- 
tt«tio \'iuloriaiis pltici'd il t'.t a higher 
ligmi', assctftiiij^ tlial tins city contained 
between eighteen and twenty tlnmsaiicl 
iiiliabitaiitB, but the general verdict was 
that this was an uver-eBtiiiiate. 

Theoitizen' who. wished to get at the 
truth found himseU'Surrounded by dilli 
cultiea. The census of 1881 was no 
guide, for in a new city like Victori 
the increase ia very rapid. Neithei 
couUl any satisfactory information 1 
gained from the voters' lint, for u very 
larf(e.:|>r(>portion. of tliose qualified to 
vote took so little interest in the puli 
ticH of the jiroviuce that 'they did not 
think it worth their while to have tlieir 
naiiiea rogisleieil. Up to the last 
by-election there were not niiiro than 
l,8;i.") iiair.es oil the voters' list. W'ber 
inuiiluiod .siillVage, or the next tliing t 
it provailu, it ia safe to count' one v<de 
to every five inliubitnnts. Allowin 
that all the voters were on the list, tliis 
would make tlic white iiopniation undei 
ten tliouaiiiul. Tliis was uliviously toi 
low an estimate of the population of the 
city. It waa consideretl proper to put 
this matter beyond a doubt, so a com 
inittee of citizens was appointed to taki 
the matter in hand. Tho city v.-.x: 
divided into districts, and a thorougl; 
enciuiry was made as to the number of 
peiaons ijualified to vote for a member 
of the I'rovineial Legislature. 

The result of the cauvaaa waa given in 
yesterday's issue. A great many name 
were added to the list, so that ut pre 
Beut it, as revised, contains the names 
of 3,771 voters. But there aro more 
than this eligible to vote. Tliere is a 
considerable nuinljer w lio, for ono reason 
and another, would not allow their 
iiameH to be placed on the voters' list 
if the names of these aro added to those 
on the list the number of men possessin 
tho qualification required' by ''law w'M 
exceed 1,000. Absuming lliem t< 
one-liftb of the pu[iidation, V'iclorin 
contains to day al least 1^0,1)00 wliit 
inbaljilant. \\ hen Cliinesi; ami Indians 
are cotinted, the city cannot contain 
population much below 2fi,000. 

It may be said tliat there is in ViO' 
toria a greater prf>portion ' of ndiilt 
males according to the populutioi> than 
tliere ia in an eastern city of the same 
size. .Many single men i:ome to liritisl 
(lolumbiu and quite a number of mar 
ricd men iwme tot the country who h 
loft their families in the east. This may 
be true to a certain extent, but any oiu 
who walks through the city cannot help 
observing, as the < Juvcnnir I :.'nei al did 
that the city coiitaii;s tht: u.'-ual jirii| 
tion of eliiUlrcii. Wherever the visit(M 
goes ho sees the little ones, and the 
schools are full of tho elder children 
Tho proponderonco of men in Victoria 
if it exists ut all, ia not by any mean 
coiispioiions. It is, we think, fair V 
a.ssnme that the city contains tlie or 
diiiary proportion of women ami eliil 
dreii. 

It has been so much the laahioii of 
lato to underrate und disparage Victoria 
that its iuludiittuits tmvo begun to ninre 
than half holieve that what its rivals 
a,iy of it is Irne; thai it is a alow city 
und that it has long been al a 
Ntaiidstill. It la time for them to 
realize that their city is very f,ir 
Iroin l>clng what its detractors declare 
it to bo. Kvery citi/en, no matter where 
lu{ lives, Heea that he has had within tho 
last tivd j'eai s many new iiolglibors. A 
llltle iivi'i- a year iigo wr were informoil 
l>y a i;h i gy man w liinc I'liiigri'galion is a 
large one, that pi'ople were lloekiiii.' into 
the city, that every day persons newly 
arrived wore applying to liiiii for lulvico 
anil informal ion, liriiiging lelleis from 
fiiemls in the l^asl. .Ml lliis sliows thai 
Vicluiia has been steadily and rapiilly 
growing. Anil the giowili ba.s not 
ceased liy any iiieaiLS. 'I'hu iiitliix is 
continually going on, and as wo have 
««un, Victoria liiia lieim ohligeil to en- 
large its boiiiidaaiKl In iniTease I he mim- 
lier of its ilwellings In uiakr loom for ils 
iiiercuBi-il pnpulalioii. \Vc aru plotiHcd 
to see that Victorians aro not blind to 



\Vc trust that the corporation will 
3He that it is necessary to 
extend the " fire limits " of 
the city considerably in every direc- 
tion. They sliould take warning from 
tlio many devastating fires tliat have 
taken place on the Mainland. It is not 
wise to have buildings that can readily 
take fire in the busiueas part of the city. 
Millions of dolUrs worth of property is 
stored in a comparatively narrow space. 
Kvery reasonable precaution should bo 
lakou to pioaerve this property from 
leatruction by lire. I'ut whore almost 
■very other building is, in the dry ivea- 
lon, a tinder box uo one can say that hia 
proijorty is secure for twenty-four hours 
together. Because buildings have cs- 
;aped destruction for a long time is no 
i.ssuranco that they will always escapu. 
.\n e.tpreaa man might carry an open 
lask of gunpowder along Government 
ttroet a hundred times without doing 
injury to himself or any one else, but on 
the hundred and first trip aif explosion 
might take place which would not only 
blow him and hia horse and wagon sky- 
liigh, but destroy nuiuy lives and buu- 
dreda of thousands of dollars worth of 
[iroporty. This is why people are most 
areful how they handle gunpowder, 
rhey do not make nice calculations a» 
to the (irobability of a disaster taking 
1|. is enoiigli for tliem to know- 
that diaastcr is possible, for them to in- 
sist upon every precaution being taken. 
It should be thei'same'virith regard to 
the buildings of a city. Where the 
buildings are necessarily close together, 
and where fire would do very great 
lamage, no uimecesHary risks should be 
uii. Tlio material of tlie buildings 
liould nut be combustible. No build- 
iig should be of such a nature that it 
vould be a menace to the whole neigh- 
borhood. 

The Corporation has tlie ])Ower to 
prevent wooden buildings lieing erected 
rtaiii parts of the city, and they 
should not bo slow in exercising that 
power. The limit now extends from 
tho water front to the western side- of 
Douglas street. It ia quite evident 
that thia is not far enough east. The 
iHtern side of Douglas street reijuircs 
[uotectioii more tlian its western side. 
Kusiness is o>:tendiMg in that direction. 
When the grow th of the city is taken 
uto consideration, it will be found that 
it is not safe to permit tho erection of 
wooden buildings west of lUancliard 
sli-eet. Hlanchard street is now no 
further from the centre of hnsiness than 
DougUs street was a few years ago. 
[''or our own part, we believe that it 
would be in the interests of the city if 
the fire limits were extended to Quadra 
street. Iiideeil, wherever the bouses are 
built close together the power to build 
woiidcn houses slioiilil cease. Wooden 
towns, as all kr.ow, are lialile to be 
swept out of existence . by a tire, and 
even when the disaster is not general^ 
the risk of •destruction by fire where 
the bouses of a block or a terrace are of 
wood is alw ays \ery great. It is not 
pleasant to think that owing to thi: 
thoiightlessness of a child or the care- 
Ifssneaa or the ignorance of a grown-up 
person live or six or more doors distant, 
the precautions against fire taken by the 
niii.'it careful person may be made of no 



people to wliom tho |iuro administration 
of justice ia a idfttter iii|i|!hi3 very great- 
eat oonaoquenoe^jJXn i^lih a ooso as this, 
if thb newsp^^r priip^ietor, knowing 
the'' risk he Vans', 'directs hia editor and 
his reporters to say v/hat thoy helicvf) 
to bo tho truth, ia hn deserving of 
blame? Judge Shatter thinks ho ia, 
and in an interview he had with a news- 
paper correspondent said that if he was 
called upon to try such a case he would 
locido against tho proprietor or editor 
a.H boing guilty of a technical otTenei; 
igainst the law, and would inllict a 
slight punishment on hiui. That is, ho 
would puniiili tho neyvspaper men for 
saying what was proved to bo true and 
for doing their duty as public journuliata. 
Wo are quite certain that tliey would 
not, in the oaao we have a93nined,bo con- 
sidered criiiiinal.i by the public at large. 

In ordinary cases tho dictum of the 
judgei;<wa«j vthattiall.^- this ' (newspapers 
should be '%n6we'd '"to Vlo is to 
give an impartial leport of the 
ease. The Court must be judge 
of tho fairness of the report. 'I'liia is, 
we think, all that newspapers should 
undertake to do with regard to cases 
under tho consideration ofithe oourti. It 
is both unfoir and improper for a news- 
piipor to comment upon the evidence or 
upon tlie manner in which the case is 
conducted. The evidence should bo 
given as correctly as possible, and there 
.ihould be neither note nor comment 
while tha case ;i8 going' on. • Whatever 
remarks ,:a,.iBew»paperi has to make 
should be defenred until the trial is 

euded. Then the whole proceeding:' 
are, in our opinion, open to critieiB'ii 
We aro not among those who believe 
that judges are obove criticism. A gen- 
tleman who as a lawyer is regarded as 
very far indeed from being infallible, is 
elevated to the bench. No miracle is 
performed with respeottohim. What the 
lawyer waa the judge is. Hia elevation 
to tlic bench does not make him infal- 
iildc, does not give him greater iutel-

To THE Editok. — The order of tin 

.Minister of Customs prohibiting tho car 
riage of Ciiiiadian bimded goods by tin 
.American steamers running from Ta 
com. I to Victoria i,- a seiious injury ti 
this city. 

A very important factor in the pros 
pcrity of Vietori;i is tlic steamboat con 
nection between it and I'ugct .Souin 
ports, which has existed ever since Con- 
federation iiiid Imig before there was 
such a thing as the Dominion of Canaihi. 

An act of the Diuniiiiou government 
or of any other organiz:ilioii, board of 
trade or otherwise, which interferes 
with the trade and travel between us 
and our neighbors should stir up every 
citiz( n to w hatever action may be neces- 
sary to Huniil it. 

By tho .Sound steamers we are kept in 
daily eoininnnication with (.'aliforuia, 
Oregon, Wiisliinglon Territory and 
other inipiu tant ])ortions of the United 
States, and receive "Oich of the mer- 
chandise re<iui'-^d Im- the trade o{ this 
port. 

IJy the Souiol steamers we obtain a 
largo passenger travel wliieli, especially 
in summer, tills our hotels with tourists, 
makes busincis for our inorchants, and 
(hais much to popularize Victoria abroad 
as a rising ami attractive city. 

The natural policy of the Canadian 
I'.icitic llailw.iy is to boom its terminus, 
Vancouver, and to divert trade and 
liav(d from Victoria. The inlliieiice of 
the C. P. I^. is exerted dead against 
this place. Not so that of the Northern 
Pacific Railway und the 0. R. & N. 
Co., which, to encourage ond develop 
business with us, not only curry our 
goods at reasonable rates, but induces 
people to visit us by tourists tickets 
cheap excursions, and making this :i 
liort of call for the large Alaska tra.v(d. 

.\iiother important benefit of a daily 
steamer from tho Sound is that it anp 
plies tho connecting link with the 
.American railway system, and secures 
the niercliaiits of Victoria eoinpetiti\-e 
rates on goods from the Eastern pro- 
vinces, thus providing a check on the 
C. P. K. and enabling the wlnde.sale 
linos hero to hidd the greater part of 
the trade of this province. 

The i'...ar(l of Trade i., a n>efn! body, 
and of late years it has been acli\e .ind 
done much to bcnelit Victori.i. It 
th. iofme can claim generous criticism, 
especi:dly as its intenliona arc well 
ineiint. It must be ludiiiowledged, how- 
ever, thai it Inis been bliimlering lately. 
Its action eoneerning Const mee Covi- 
,ind the Imperial navy, its recfiinmcnda 
tion to abolish Port Sinijison as a poi t 
ot entry, its kick against loading a 
steamer at tho Northern canneries and 
thus f(U-eing Skccna and .N'iias river 
eauners to pay a higli and unnecessary 
freight, thus aihling 'o the cost of their 
prixTuct and redming their profits, all 
hieked brcaili-' "f view. Its inlliieiice 
in these i-.slanecs w:is exerted in the 
wroni/ ■'""'^'■'''"b namely, to restrict ilihI 
felJcr instead of to liberate and expand. 

Capt. Irving has been hliimed for 
lieiiig thu eauae of some of these iiluii- 
ders, but the blame rests with t he ex- 
ecutive of the Board of 'I'rade. 

('apt. Irving acted from entirely K(t|- 
(ish motives, OS many iiulivhluals do. 
Tho Board of Trade, aa a repreaeutative 
body, should have tnkon a broad pro- 
vincial view. 

The resolution passed by the cxeeii- 
ilve of' the Board of Trade tinknov <i 
to the majority of its mombors, sent to 
the Minister of Customs, which in oII'im t 
recomniondod the Dominion Oov<3rimient 
to pr(diihit the carriage of Canadian 
liondi^d goods by .Sound sle,imcr«, was a 
tlioilghtlesa act, tho daniaging ellect of 
which was not at the time reoliisud. 

Efforts have been made to undo tlu^ 
liurm done, but so far without success. 

From a telegraphic roport of your 
Ottawa correspondent it appears that 
the .Miiiialcr of Customs was only wait- 
ing for an o]iportunity to ston a trade 
vchieb It is in tho interests of Victoria 
should eolitiniio. 

It does not require more than average 
iitclligenco to sec tllut us the 
Soiinil stcanicrs uro run on eoin- 
iiierclal jirinciplea, that if through 
hostile oflicial action businesa is cut 
oil' to such an extent that Hunidont trade 
loesii't offer to pay. tho present liii;hly 
sat isfiictory daily service to and from 
Tacoma will not wntinue. 

Although a bunporter of our Ottawa 
members and the Dominion Govt rnment, 
I must express dissatisfaction with the 
milk and water manner in which thoy

Vou s:iy that the city is not boiiiul to 
any jmrticuhir system of sewerage, and 
that the money askeil for by the by law 
will be b[)eiit in executing the |ilaiis o!' 
eminent sanitary engineers to the am 
omit of ^O'lO.OOO. A very large sum of 
money certainly. Following the pro- 
ceedings of the board of Aldermen in 
connection with this important project, 
and although the sejiarute ami cmn 
billed systems were discussed in the 
columns of the press, I failed to observe 
that the board of aldermen did at any 
tiiuo take into consideration any plans 
other than those submitted by the emi 
nent oanitary engineers in ipicslion. 
Nothing w as heard of the report of the 
other eminent sanitary togiticer, brought 
all the way from Toronto for that' 
pecial purpose. Therefore, the ipiesiion 
naturally arising in the minds of t he 
ratepavors is, is there any less ex pens 
ivo and more cBcctual plan. This is the 
age for great and modified improve- 
ments, esiiecially in sanitary matters. 
I'/Veii the elaborate plans of a few_j'ear 
ago were acknowledi.'ed to be iiiiienali! 
to the improvemenl of the |iii seiit day 

The plans submitleij to tlie bi'.ird of 
aldcrineii arc elaborate and compre- 
hensive, and are ealculated to t'lirni a 
very ellicient sj-sleiii acconling to the 
sanitary reiiuiremioit of days gone by, 
ami which are now obsolete. 

Modern science and leseaicli hav( 
caused gre:il reV(duLions in saiiilaiy 
works and appliances of eveiy descrip;

clean, ellectnal, and moderate in cost. 
Dr. Niehol's patent closet consists of a 
remoVMlilc pan and ,1. hcrnioticnlly scaled 
receplaelo at the back of tho stool for a 
patented cliemigul preparation. 'I'h< 
action is simple. After being used ih 
stooMid is closed, when the chemica 
reeoplaele opcns, and in a few second 

so ( irccluaUy deodorizes tho matter a 
to deiirive it of all otreiwivo smell and 
noxious gases. The pan can Imohangcd 
as required and the contents either re- 
moved off the premises to he used as a 
fertilizer or cremated w ilhout fear of 
any injiirioua oll'ects arising I here- 
from.

There arc no deep uiideigroimd 
trenches reipiired, no elaborate sliiiee 
boxes iiiid g:ites, or other apparatus that 
would reipiire tho constant care of a 
Bcienlilic sanitary engineer and a full 
stair of ollicials to keep in order, mid, 
abovo all, no oU'ensive matter lobe einii- 
tied into the harbor, to ))olliite the \yn- 
lera and oll'eiid the olfactory nerves of 
till! alraiigcr aa he enteia the city. No 
need, either, to take the residue lo Ko.ss 
Hay, nor yet so many of (uir Utile onui 
if Dr. Niclnd's aystein is adopted. \\ o 
would liavono foiilamidls,no no.\ ions fever 
breeding vapoura escaping from man- 
hales and penetrating tliiougli any and 
evf ry subst'.t«co known to seieiieo that may 
bu used in the construction of sowers, 
spreotliug death und destruction to liuulth 
around, no one knowing from wlicru it 
uomoth, inipreguutiug tliu very earth.
